WORKMEN'S 
COMPENSATION 
LAW 


The legislature this year will be called upon to take some action toward 


enacting a workmen's compensation act. This law has been advocated 


throughout this country during the past 3ear, but so far as we know has 


not yet been adopted by any of the states. The object of it is to relieve 


employes who meet with accidents, either through their own negligence 01 


otherwise, from the possibility of facing starvation 01 Jjoing to the poor- 
house 
The law would put an end to the gieat amount of litigation that, is 


earned on between emplojer and employe o\er damage claims resulting 
from accidents. The emploje who is hung usually from hand to mouth is 
sot prepared to fight large corporations m the courts 
The litigation is 


iery expensue, and unless ihe employe succeeds in getting a verdict for 
substantial damages he is seldom able to pay his lawyer. In many cases, 


' even where the verdict is liberal in amount, when every expense is paid, 


there is ^ery little left for the claimant. This is the mam reason wh) the 
woikmen's compensation law is advocated as a humane measure that would 
lift the employe out of the embarrassing circumstances m which he is placed 
whenever he meets with an accident that brings total or partial disability 
The European countries have long ago discovered the necessity of such a 
law and many of them have applied it with the most satisfactory results to 
all concerned 
Under the provisions of the law as applied m 22 countries 


ihe amount to be paid by the corporations for any specified injury is fixed 
an4 no lawsuit is required 
All that is necessary is, ihat the employe shall 


prove his claim and give conclusive evidence that it is just and right 
Under 


such conditions the employer is obliged to pay the amount. 
In the long inn 


tho law benefits the employer as well as the employe, first in preventing 
employes uho are unfortunate enough to be injured in accidents from be- 
coming public charges, and second in promoting good feeling between em- 
ployer and employe 
The latter is not the least of the benefits accruing 


from the operation of this law and the relations between laboi and capital 
where the law oxisis, aro said to be much improved as a result of its opein- 
tion 
Certain corporations aie opposed to the law as are some of the labor

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WORKMEN'S 
COMPENSATION 
LAW 


The legislature this year will be called upon to take some action toward 


enacting a workmen's compensation act 
This law has been advocated 


throughout this country during the past year, but so far as we know has 


not yet been adopted by any of the states. 
The object of it is to relieve 


employes who meet with accidents, either through their own negligence or 


otherwise, from the possibility of facing starvation or going to the poor- 
house. The law would put an end to the great amount of litigation that is 
carried on between employer and employe over damnge claims resulting 
•from accidents. The employe who is living usually from hand to mouth is 
cot prepared to fight large corporations in the courts. The litigation is 
Wry expensive, and unless the employe succeeds in getting a verdict for 
substantial damages he is seldom able to pay his lawyer. In many cases, 
even where the verdict is liberal in amount, when every expense is paid, 
there is very little left for the claimant. This is the main reason why tho 
workmen's compensation law is advocated as a humane measure that would 
lift the employe out of the embarrassing circumstances in which he is placed 


whenever he meets with an accident that brings total or partial disability 
The European countries have long ago discovered the necessity of such a 
law and many of them have applied it with the most satisfactory results to 


, 
all concerned. Under the provisions of the law as applied in 22 countries 
the amount to be paid by the corporations for any specified injury is fixed 
.and no lawsuit is required. All that is necessary is, that the employe shall 


•„" jprovo his claim and give conclusive evidence that it is just and right. Under 


such conditions the employer is obliged to pay tho amount. In the long run 
,the law benefits the employer as well as the employe, first in preventing 
'employes who are unfortunate enough to be injured in accidents from be- 
coming public'charges, and second in promoting good feeling between em- 
ployer and employe. 
The latter is not the least of the benefits accruing 


from the operation of this law and the relations between labor and capital 
where tho law exists, are said to be much improved as a result of its opera- 


• fion. Certain corporations are opposed to the law as are some of the labor 


- 
organizations, but we believe that both are mistaken in their opposition to 
the measure. 
Similar opposition was shown in European countries when 


' the law was at first proposed, but when the people came to understand it 


,'they favored the measure and its application vindicated their judgment.

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WORKMEN'S COMPENSATION .LAW 


The legislature this year will be called upon to take some action toward 


enacting a workmen's compensation act. 
This law has been advocated 


- 
thronghout this country during the past year, but so far as we know has 


rot yet been adopted by any of the states.: The- object of it is to relieve 


employes who meet with accidents, either through their own negligence or 


.otherwise, from the possibility of facing starvation or going to tho poor- 
house. The law would put an end to the great amount of litigation that is 
carried on between employer and employe over damr.go claims resulting 
from accidents, The employe who is living usually from hand to mouth is 
not prepared to fight large corporations in the courts. 
The litigation is 


very expensive, and unless the employe succeeds in getting n verdict for 
substantial damages he is seldom able to pay his lawyer.' In many cases, 
even where the verdict is liberal in amount, when every expense is paid, 
there is very little left for the claimant. This is the main reason why the 
workmen's compensation law is advocated as a humane measure that would 
lift the employe out of the embarrassing circumstances in which he is placed 
whenever he meets with an accident that brings total or partial. disability. 
The European countries have long ago discovered the necessity of. such a 
law and many of them have applied it Tvitlf flie most satisfactory results to 
all concerned. Under the provisions of the liiw as applied in 22 countries 
the amount to be paid by the rorporations for any specified injury is flxcc 
and no lawsuit is required. All that is necessary is, tlmt the employe sha! 
prove bis claim and give conclusive evidence that it is just and right. Under 
such conditions the employer is obliged to pay the amount. 
In the long run 


•the law benefits the employer as well as the employe, first in preventing 
employes who are unfortunate enough to be injured in accidents from be- 
coming public charges, aud second in promoting good feoling between em- 
ployer and employe. 
The latter is not the least of the benefits accruing 


from the operation of this Jaw and the relations between labor and capital 
where the law exists, are snid to be much improved as a result of its opera- 
tion. Certain corporations are opposed to the law as are some of the labor 
organizations, but we believe that both aie mistaken in their opposition to 
the measure.
